REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Remark 

• This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on March 6, 2009, which has 
been entered into the file. 

• By this amendment, the applicant has amended claims 13,14 and 15 and has canceled claims 19- 
41. 

• Claims 13-18 remain pending in this application. 

Reasons For Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: of the prior art references 
considered, none has disclosed a method for stereo projection of picture representing by incoming odd 
and even numbered picture signals alternating cyclically between a picture intended for right eye and a 
picture intended for left eye. The odd numbered picture signal is transferred to first projector and the 
even numbered picture signal is transferred to second projector. The odd numbered picture signal is 
decoded and stored in first picture storage that is divided into a plurality of picture storage areas and the 
even numbered picture signal is decoded and stored in second picture storage and is further divided into a 
plurality of storage areas wherein each of the plurality of storage areas is periodically scanned and then 
projected. When one picture storage area in the first (or second) picture storage is selected for scanning a 
different picture storage area in the first (or second) picture storage is selected for storing.
